He Tells the Story of His Indict- 


ment for Forgery Thirty- 


four Years Ago. 


WASHINGTON, January 12.—Tbe house 


today witaBBBod a BBnsational sequel to 
tbe remarkable attack made by Mr. 
Johnson of California on Editor Hearst. 
Mr. Johnson and Mr. Maguire, Demo- 
crat of California, were the antagonists 
today. TUeir wordy duel grew out of 
the publication, in the Kecord as a part 
of Mr. Jlaguire'a reinarkBrot-^9mmen*8 
on" the formerV'Bpeech last week, in 
which 
Mr.xmagaire 
defended Mr. 


Hearet, andwithout the mention of Mr. 
Johnson« name, detailed Borne matters 
in theVarly life of the latter when he 
reaidlW iu Syracuse, iS.Y. Mr. Joineon 
got;the Iloor on a question of privilege. 


He began calmly toj recite his criev- 


ances, but it WRQ apparent he was keyed 
d'p to a nigh tension.,1 He had seen lit, 
.he said, during tho debate on the fund- 
/ing hill, to point outfeome "underlying 
I facts" behind tho opposition to the hill. 


But, he Bald, he had done so "openly 
and boldly." He had spoken of what 
he knew mid was responsible for what 
he had said. Ho had heurd the attack 
of Mr. Cooper. Republican of Wiscou- 
Bin, but lie snid he had been unable to 
net tbe Iloor to reply to it. Today he 
had noticed in th<! Kecord a personal at- 
tack on himself by tho gentleman from 
California (Mr. Maguire) printed under 
the privilege granted to members of ex- 
tending their/remarks. He was not 
familiar with/the privileges ot tbo house 
in this regard, but he would assume that 
the privilege only gave a member an

„„.,„_. informed that he was to be per- 
sonally assailed by Mr. Maguiro, not for 
what he had said ot him (Maguire), but 
of another, lie had waited all day in 
anticipation of the attack hut none had 
come, and this morning, instead of an 
open attack lie h;t<5 found this hitter 
personal as'd'ault iu tbe Keord. 


He doeired now to Bay a few words 


about the matters touched upon printed 
in the Kecord because he wanted tho 
"antidole 10 go with tho poison." He 
went on to denounce Mr. Maguiro a 
Btatenient as wanton and malicious dis- 
regard of tho rights of members. Ho 
also referred to tho fact that a St. Louis 
correspondent hail telegraphed to his 
paper that Mr. Maguire was going to 
expose the "skeleton In tbe closet" to 
ohow that this was no sudden burst ot 
wratb on the part of Mr. Maguire. He 
further said that he had received a tele- 
gram saying that Mr. Hearst's paper m 
San Francisco had already printed Mr. 
Mattuiro's remarks and tho charges 
made. 
"It ia," .Mr. Johnson said, "juat aa 


well for me to face thia matter now an 
later and inoet the cowardly ineiniia- 
tione made againet me at the dictation 
of William K. Hearnt. It is true that 
thirty years ago 1 waa in trouble lu- 
New York; that 1 waa Indicted; .that 1 
went to California to rear a new home 
and live down the paet; but/It m un- 
true that I wont under anV asaumed

There waa deep silence when Mr. 


Mauuire roae to reply. He began: ' 


"I never printed anything, I never 


asked any man to print anything. I 
never a aid anything any where that I am 
not willing to repeat before any man 
myself. Laet week one of the moat re- 
markable, indecent, malicious speeches 
I ever heard anywhere was made hero 
againet a man absent from thia place, 
not even able to lift up his voice to eay 
nay in this preaeuce."

He related that he had prepared the 


addition to his speech which Mr. John- 
son objected to, had endeavored to get 
recognition Friday and Saturday to de- 
liver It and on Monday had asked the 
speaker if be could not deliver it aa a 
matter of personal privilege, but had 
been refueed.

In 1890, Mr. Johnson continued, ho

He had been 
moat viciously attacked by editorials 
and caricatures by "this person called 
Hearst." The honored speaker of the 
house and Mr. Boute.le had been aim i- 
larly attacked while visiting California 
last Bummer, but the attacks upon them 
had'been but the drippings of-a brook, 
beside Niagara, as compared with those 


°UHesiaid copies of tho paper had been 
flenttoh.a (Johnson's) wife while ehe 
lay on a bed ol sickness in danger of 
death, and the caricaturea and editorials 
had been put in envelopes aa corre- 
epondence, that aha might not fail to.get 
them. He asked, "la it wonderful that 
I struck back when the opportunity

I do not shelter myself 
behind mv constitutional privilege, -b-v- 
ervthinK I eay as R member of congress, 
1 am responsible- for personally and 
financially." 
In a dramatic way Mr. Johnson ap- 


nealed to tho chivalry of the members 
from the South, whether their const tu- 
entfl would not tell them to repudiate 
finch attacks on a brother member. 
Then, in an equally dramatic manner 
he turned to the Republican side and 
appealed to those from the North. He 
appealed to the patriarch o Rehouse, 
Mr. Grow of Pennsylvan a, to know 
whether In all his experience he bad 
known a man to be attacked in such an 
indecent, unjuat, unmanly way. mr. 
Cooper of Wisconsin had Stacked him 
And accused him of being cowardly be- 
cause he had assailed a man behind hia 
back. Yet Mr. Hearst, safely ensconced 
in New York, sent orders to OalUornift, 
3500 miles away, to have him carica- 
tured and abused.

Tho many com- 
munications that have been received 
from other emillar organizatlonn may he 
"retort'Bd.to as evidence of a gradually 
widening reputation, and illustrate the 
value of this body in bringing tho city 
of Fresno anil her large interests into 
-close relations with other cities." 


Mr. Brigcs exproeem. some nurpriae

permanent exhibit at the rooms, in an- 
ticipation of a largo number of visitors 
at the opening of the Valley railroad.

meeting of the chamber waa called for 
the purpose of meeting J. A. Filclier, 
secretary and manugur of the State 
Board of Trade. Mr. Filcher came here 
to interest the people of Freono county, 
and particularly tho fruit growers, in 
the Hamburg Exposition, which is to bo 
held iu April of this year.

Tbe differ- 
ence in favor of the former legislature 
was $2300.50. The tiRUres do not read 
well fora legislature which has been 
heralded as economical, as the preset^ 
body has been.

BBOtn like quite a nice salary to U3 com- 
mon mortals, Mr. Wickham really is a 
cheap laborer compared with Mr. Hock- 
ing, whoso services, at the legislative 
rate, should be worth $105,320 40 per 
annum. If the two gentlemen can have 
any sort ol luck in selling their cervices, 
they ought to be willing to retire after a 
year or two and give somebody else a 
allow. The pay of the average man of 
those 117 temporary attaches, for tho 
five hours of hypothetical eervice, waa 
$30.15; which is at the rate of $72.30 per 
day, or $22,557.60 per annum. Doubt- 
less the average man of these temporary 
attaches does not earn ae much in a half- 
month at home as he waa allowed for 
this half-day of loafing in tbe etate- 
bouse, hut perhaps that has. nothing to 
do with the case. 


II one looke for the reason of this un- 


pleasant bit of legislative extravagance, 
it is not difficult te find. When the 
lawmakers reached Sacramento they 
found that there existed among them- 
selves a quite general 
eentirnent in 


favor ol economy. 
But they found also 


another thing; they discovered that 
they had been preceded, or were fol* 
lowed, by a horde of hungry 
office- 


seekers, men and women who had come 
expecting to receive a place an attache. 
They were in a dilemma. 
On the one 


hand, they felt that they muet bow to 
that public sentiment whicii demanded 
economy and leas attaches, and, on the 
other hand, they felt themselves under 
political obligations to many of tliehun- 
grv horde, some of whom had not even 
the money with which to return home. 
Iu this dilemma they compromised by 
agreeing tu employ leea permanent at- 
taches, while they helped tho hungry by 
giving them a temporary job to feed 
them on their way home. 


It was a mighty poor etart towards 


economy, but it still may reasonably be 
trusted that in the long run the legisla- 
tive account, compared with that of two 
years ago, will tend towards the credit 
aide of the ledger. The hungry have 
been fed—albeit, the public should not 
have been required to feed them—and, 
with them out of the way, it ie at least 
hopeful that more economy and less at- 
taches will be tbe rule for the balance of 
tbe session. The legislators should not 
have paid their friends $4230 of the 
people's money for doing nothing in 
particular, but they did it, and it will 
need careful stepping henceforth on 
tbeir part if the wrong is in a degree to 
be f orgotten._

35, April 3D, May 29, Juno I5G, July 31, 
AuRuat 37,Soptembur 40, October •!-], 
November 1)5 aud December 2!j| an aver- 
age of 33 per month. The large number 
iu the mouths ot September and Octo- 
ber ia accounted for by the fruit work, 
many being placed in tho homo tem- 
porarily while their mothers were en- 
gaged in the pack hit: lioueea. 


Two epidemics of measles, one in July 


and one iu December, caused much 
trouble aud anxiety, hut nil recovered 
without any bad results. There were 
five doathfl during the- year, three of 
which wore from cholera intantuiu, one 
from consumption and one from general 
debility. 


Karly in the year it became apparent

F. I*. Murray, assessor of tho Sunset 


Irrigation District, waa in town yester- 
day and was questioned by alturritMCAS 
reporter regarding tho report that somo 
of the w liter, rights purchased by the 
directors wore of no value. Asked what 
tbe diutricl would do lor wator if the 
water rights bought by it should turn 
out invalid, Mr. Murray said: 


"The title to some of our water rights 


has never been questioned, but were we 
to loeo all the water rights we should 
Blitl have Tulare lake to full back upon. 
The lake, which is fed by five streams, 
would furnish plenty of wator all tho 
year and would make one of the best 
irrigation systems uuder the nun." 


"Ia Ihe water of the lake fit for irri- 


gation purposes? It is said that it is 
full of alkali." 
"The shallow water near the borders 


ie impregnated with alkali, and would 
not do for irrigation, hut the wator fur- 
ther in is of excellent quality, and as 
Hood for irrigation purposes us any river 
water. In order to conduct the good 
water upon the land without ita coming 
in contact with the alkali water, all that 
would b,o necessary would be to dredge 
a trench in the bottom of the lako and 
lay a pipe in tho trench from deep wator 
to the shore, and continue the pipa 
westward to a point near the old''ndobe." 
The puro water could bo pumped out by 
1111 engine run by electricity generated in 
the Storms. 


"If this were doao tho district would 


have thu beat irrigation system in tho 
etiilo. It would command moro water 
than it needs and ovary aero could bo 
uhuaply irrigated, including tho higliust 
land."
